LET'S GO TO THE FAIR 
It's fair time again in Porterville — for the 16th time, to be 
exact — and once again folks in southeastern Tulare county have 
a chance to get together in the pleasant atmosphere of the old- 
time country fair, take a look at what their friends and neighbors 
have been up to in agriculture and business, and enjoy a variety 
of fine programs during the three day and night event, May 16, 
17 and 18. 
Designed for “family fun", the fair presents nothing of an 
objectionable nature in its special events; directors have never 


allowed a full-scale carnival on the grounds, but there will be 
carnival rides; the night show brings to Porterville the best qual- 
ity of outdoor-type, professional entertainment; there is red hot 
competition among members of the younger generation in the 
show ring, the riding arena and the judging table; there is fun 
for spectators and participants in the Quarter Horse show, the 
gymkhana and the cutting horse contests; and those who fancy 
themselves as livestock judges can see how good they really are 
in competition with their neighbors in the open judging event. 


From the standpoint of Future Farmers and 4-H club mem- 
bers, the biggest event is perhaps the junior fat stock auction, 
where junior exhibitors get their final "pay-off" under the ham- 
mer of the auctioneer, and people of the community get a chance 
to buy the best meat in the world — beef, lamb and pork — for 
their frozen food lockers. 

The fair is set up as a non-profit corporation; all money tak- 
en in from any source must be used for improvement and staging 
of the fair; it's all done within the community without aid of 
state funds. 

A lot of people do a lot of work — pleasant work — to keep 
the fair going; it's a true community event, designed for bene- 
fit of young people but staged for the entertainment of every- 
one. 

Why don’t you make a date right now — a family date — 
to take in the Porterville fair this year. If you have attended be- 
fore, we think you'll be back because you like it. If you have not 
attended before, you're missing something. 

Let's go to the fair.

Sam says he produced 167 
dry tons of prunes from 40 acres 
last season, and that’s pretty fair 
country farming. Sam’s big prob-

he would much rather farm trees 
and vines than subdivision houses.

EDGAR PRESTAGE showed. bus-

field workers for asparagus, the 
company is planting asparagus 
fields to walnuts, in many cases, 
and will have around a thousand 
acres of walnuts in production in 
the future. Actually, the Roberts’ 
deal continues about 10 months of 
the year, what with peaches, cot- 
‘ton, plums, persimmons, quince, 
grapes, and grain being farmed. 
HARRY FALCONER runs the 
dairy section of the diversified op- 
eration of A. M. Falconer and Sons, 
‘a family operation that in a sense 
represents third generation farm- 
ing. On the 1,000 acre operation 
the Falconers produce cotton, per- 
manent pasture, alfalfa, grapes, 
plums, oats and corn. They raise 
all of their dairy cattle roughage 
‘and maintain their 1t75-Holstein 
herd on a dry lot — that is no pas- 
‘ture grazing. Any time anyone 
talks to a dairyman, there is con- 
versation about problems, namely 
too much overhead, too low a 
price — but that’s not much dif- 
ferent from most business men...

Vv IA, May 9 — Rachel Car- 
son’s book, “Silent Spring”, has, 
since its publication, created noisy 
publicity, the latest blast of which 
came last week over the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, with cast in- 
cluding President Kennedy, Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Freeman, and 
officials of the Public Health serv- 
ice, the Food and Drug adminis- 
tration, and the Fish and Wildlife 
service. 

Theme of the book, and tone of 
the program, is that because of the 
increasing use of agricultural in- 
secticides, there will come a silent 
spring because the birds, the bees, 
the fish and who knows what else, 
will be just plain dead. 

.From Visalia comes the com- 
ments of W. Murray, manager of 
the Delta Mosquito Abatement dis- 
trict, who has had considerable 
education, and years of experience, 
in the field of chemical insecti- 
cides. 

In quotation and summary, Mur- 
ray’s impressions of the program, 
listed along with specific criticisms 
leveled by him, include: 

Acceptance of ignorance, rejec- 
tion of existing knowledge — “. . . 
the facts are that, for intelligent 
use of chemicals at hand, our 
knowledge of needed information 
is very considerable. Additional 
information that would be helpful 
would be largely supplementary.”

The cost of spraying 300 acres of 
cotton was only one of the worries 
a farmer friend of ours had. In the 
season ahead, payments on cotton- 
picking machinery would be neces- 
sary.
